PAKISTANI REP INTRODUCED IN GA NOV. 22 52-POWER RES (L. 707) 

UNDER WHICH GA WOULD CALL FOR ALL NECESSARY STEPS TO BE TAKEN TO 
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ENABLE PEOPLES IN COLONIAL TERRITORIES "TO EXERCISE FULLY AND 
WITHOUT DELAY THEIR INALIENABLE RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND 
INDEPENDENCE." TUNISIAN REP INTRODUCED 54-POWER TEXT (L. 708) 

WHICH CALLS FOR WIDEST POSSIBLE DISSEMINATION OF INFO ON COLON- 
IALISM, AND NORWEGIAN REP PRESENTED NINE-POWER TEXT (L. 709) 
CONCERNING RECOMMENDATIONS OF OSLO CONFERENCE ON VICTIMS OF 
COLONIALISM AND APARTHEID WHICH, HE SAID, REFLECTED THAT CONF- 
ERENCE'S PROGRAM OF ACTION. COSPONSOR ZAIRE ENDORSED 52-POWER 
RES, AND COSPONSOR NIGERIA EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOG 54-NATION 
RES. PORTUGUESE REP REPLIED ON US USE OF AZORES FOR ISRAELI RE- 
SUPPLY. LIBYAN REP EXPRESSED DEEP CONCERN ABOUT US EXPLOITATION 
OF PUERTO RICO, AND REPS OF BULGARIA AND ALGERIA ALSO MENTIONED 
PUERTO RICO. 

IN GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT ON DECOLONIZATION, LIBYAN REP 
MADI SAID LAR DEEPLY CONCERNED ABOUT ECONOMIC AND INDUSTRIAL 
EXPLOITATION BY US OF PUERTO RICO, LA COUNTRY WHICH HAD LONG 
BEEN DENIED ITS RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE. 

NEW FORMS OF ECONOMIC COLONIALIST EXPLOITATION WERE BEING CON- 
DUCTED THERE BY AMERICAN COMPANIES AND PLANS CURRENTLY BEING 
MADE TO ESCALATE SUCH MEASURES TO DEGREE THAT WOULD CONVERT 
PR INTO GIGANTIC OIL DEPOT AND MILITARY BASE, DEPLOYED BY 
AMERICAN AGGRESSIVE FORCES TO CARRY OUT THEIR SUBVERSIVE DESIGNS 
AGAINST FREE WILL OF LA PEOPLES. 

CONGOLESE REP SPOKE AT LENGTH ABOUT PORTUGUESE COLONIALISM AND 
CALLED ATTENTION TO WESTERN ENTERPRISES, INCLUDING "ROCKEFELLER 
GROUP" AND OTHER US INTERESTS, WHICH WERE EXPLOITING RICHES 
OF ANGOLA. AL-MASRI (SYRIA) QUOTED WASHINGTON POST REPORT ON 
PORTUGUESE EXPECTING MORE SUPPORT FROM WASHINGTON IN RETURN FOR 
ROLE PLAYED BY AZORES BASE IN SHUTTLING AMERICAN ARMS TO 
ISRAEL. HE ALSO MENTIONED US VETO TO BLOCK SC RES DEMANDING 
END TO ISRAEL'S AGGRESSION AGAINST SYRIA. 

GUELEV (BULGARIA) SPOKE OF AID CERTAIN NATO MEMBERS GAVE SAL- 
ISBURY AND PRETORIA REGIMES, AND SAID HIS DEL WHOLEHEARTEDLY 
SUPPORTED IMPORTANT WORK COMITE OF 24 DID IN REGARD TO PUERTO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RICO. KANTE (MALI) MENTIONED CONTINUED SUPPORT GIVEN BY ATLANTIC 
ALLIANCE TO REACTIONARY FORCES AND DECLARED THERE WAS NO ALTER- 
NATIVE TO ARMED STRUGGLE. 

RAHAL (ALGERIA) SPOKE OF LISBON-PRETORIA-TEL-AVIV AXIS AND SAID 
SUCH COMPLICITY WAS TO BE EXPLAINED BY PORTUGAL'S MEMBERSHIP 
IN ALLIANCES OF STRATEGIC NATURE. HE RECALLED ALGIERS CONFERENCE 
FULLY SUPPORTED UN RES ON PUERTO RICO AND ASKED US TO ABSTAIN 
FROM INTRODUCING ANY INVESTMENT PROJECT IN PR WHICH COULD INITIATE 
"IRREVERSIBLE CHANGE" AND HARM ECOLOGY OF TERRITORY. 

DA COSTA LOBO (PORTUGAL), IN RIGHT OF REPLY, SAID OPPORTUNIST 
VIEWS HAD BEEN EXPRESSED FREQUENTLY IN DEBATE, AND TRUE ASPIR 
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ATIONS OF PEOPLE HAD BEEN PROJECTED AND INTERPRETED UNREAL- 
ISTICALLY. FRELIMO BLOWN UP OUT OF ALL CONTEXT, AND IT WAS 
ABSURD TO SPEAK OF "LIBERATED ZONES" OF GUINEA (B). HE 
DENIED THERE WERE RHODESIAN TROOPS IN MOZAMBIQUE AND REJECTED 
HOSTILE CLAIMS REGARDING PORTUGAL'S NEUTRALITY IN ARAB-ISRAELI 
CONFLICT. HE EMPHASIZED USE OF AZORES BY US TO FLY MATERIAL TO 
ISRAEL RESULTED FROM MILITARY AGREEMENT EXCLUSIVELY; GOP MUST 
"RESPECT" ITS MILITARY ALLIANCE AND RECENT SHIPMENTS WERE PART 
OF AZORES’ "NORMAL USE" UNDER ALLIANCE. HE DEFIED COUNTRIES 
TO SAY PORTUGAL TRYING TO EXPLOIT US USE OF AZORES FOR ISRAELI 
RESUPPLY IN RETURN FOR US ASSISTANCE IN PORTUGUESE AFRICA. 

DOWUK (ISRAEL), IN RIGHT OF REPLY, SAID HIS DEL HAD NOT REPLIED 
TO MANY ATTACKS AGAINST ISRAEL BECAUSE ITEM DID NOT DEAL WITH ME 
PROBLEM; HOWEVER, EGYPT SPOKE OF ZIONISM IN SAME SENTENCE AS 
NAZISM AND HIS DEL COULD NOT ACCEPT THIS TYING TOGETHER. ARAIM 
(IRAQ) REPLIED THAT ZIONISM SAME AS NAZISM. 

TEYMOUR (EGYPT) SAID AZORES AGREEMENT MADE IT POSSIBLE FOR 
WAR WEAPONS TO BE FERRIED TO ISRAEL FOR KILLING ARABS, AND 
PORTUGAL BORE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THIS INTERFERENCE IN WAR AND FOR 
CRIMES AGAINST WOMEN AND CHILDREN OF EGYPT. 

ISRAELI REP, DURING COUNTER REPLY, POINTED OUT IT WAS EGYPT AND 
JORDAN WHICH STARTED WAR. TEYMOUR RESPONDED IT WAS WELL KNOWN 
WHO LAUNCHED OCT. 6 ATTACK. HE SAID SOUTH AFRICAN PLANES FLEW 
THROUGH AZORES TO PARTICIPATE WITH ISRAELI ARMED FORCES IN WAR 
AGAINST EGYPT OCT 6, AND ISRAELI REP WAS "LIAR."

FIVE DRAFT RESES ON DISARMAMENT WERE INTRODUCED IN 
COMITE NOV 22 AND THOSE ON SALT AND VARIOUS CONVENTIONAL 
WEAPONS WERE ADOPTED. OTHER DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS TO BE VOTED 
NOV. 23. RES ON SALT NEGOTIATIONS (L. 663) WHICH WOULD HAVE 
GA APPEAL TO USSR AND US TO BEAR CONSTANTLY IN MIND "NECESSITY 
AND URGENCY OF REACHING AGREEMENT ON IMPORTANT QUALITATIVE 
LIMITATIONS AND SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTIONS OF THEIR STRATEGIC 
NUCLEAR WEAPON SYSTEMS AS POSITIVE STEP TOWARDS NUCLEAR 
DISARMAMENT" WAS ADOPTED 79-1 (ALBANIA) -18(INCLUDING FRANCE, 

US), WITH CHINA NOT PARTICIPATING. RES (L. 650/REV.2) ON 
NAPALM AND OTHER INCENDIARY WEAPONS WHICH WOULD HAVE GA INVITE 
DIPLOMATIC CONFERENCE ON HUMANITARIAN LAW TO TAKE UP QUESTION 
OF USE OF VARIOUS CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS WAS APPROVED 89(CHINA, 
ROMANIA)-0- 18(9 BLOC, BELGIUM, FRANCE, GREECE, ISRAEL, ITALY, 
LUXEMBOURG, SA, UK, US). 

GARCIA-ROBLES (MEXICO) INTRODUCED 13-POWER DRAFT ON SALT, AND 
JAZIC (YUGOSLAVIA) INTRODUCED 12-POWER DRAFT (L. 662) WHICH 
WOULD HAVE GA REAFFIRM UN RESPONSIBILITY FOR ULTIMATE GOAL 
OF GCD AND SEEK TO ENSURE THAT DISARMAMENT MEASURES IN ONE 
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REGION SHOULD NOT RESULT IN INCREASING ARMAMENT IN OTHER 
REGIONS. ECKERBERG (SWEDEN) INTRODUCED 23-POWER TEXT (L.665) 
REGARDING 1975 NPT REVIEW CONFERENCE. MARTING (US) EXPLAINED 
PURPOSE OF DRAFT WAS TO SEE THAT CONFERENCE CAREFULLY 
PREPARED, COMPOSITION OF PREPCOM WAS BEST POSSIBLE. AND 
SUGGESTIONS TO COMITE FROM OTHER PARTIES TO TREATY COULD 
BE MADE. HAINWORTH (UK) NOTED DRAFT PURELY PROCEDURAL, AND 
HE EXPECTED PREPCOM TO RECEIVE SUGGESTIONS FROM OTHER PARTIES. 
ECKERBERG INTRODUCED SECOND REVISION OF 20-POWER RES ON NAPALM 
AND OTHER INCENDIARY WEAPONS (L.650/REV.2)

AFTER MIHAJLOVIC (YUGOSLAVIA) PRESENTED 29-POWER RES ON CBW 
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(L.653/REV.1), BARTON (CANADA) SUGGESTED REVISIONS, PARTICULAR- 
LY USE OF LANGUAGE IN BW CONVENTION AND SAID REAFFIRMATION SHOULD 
BE OF RES 2603B, WHICH HAD WIDE SUPPORT, AND NOT RES 2603A, WHICH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DID NOT. AUSTRALIA SUPPORTED CANADIAN VIEW. UK REP POINTED 
OUT NEED FOR EFFECTIVE VERIFICATION, DID NOT UNDERSTAND SPONSORS 
INSISTENCE IN DROPPING LANGUAGE WHICH MANY OF THEM HAD SUBSCRIBED 
TO IN TREATY COMMITMENT, AND WOULD ABSTAIN ON PRESENT TEXT. 

MARTIN SAID US WOULD ALSO HAVE TO ABSTAIN IF PRESENT TEXT 
VOTED. HE FELT AT LEAST FOUR OR FIVE PARAS SHOULD BE CHANGED, AND 
MAINLY HE HAD SAME OBJECTIONS AS CANADA, AUSTRALIA AND UK. HE 
SUGGESTED COMITE SHOULD BE MORE INTERESTED IN RESULTS THAN 
IN RESES. BRAZILIAN DEL HAD NO IMPORTANT DIFFICULTIES WITH 
TEXT, BUT THOUGHT VERIFICATION NEEDED TO BE INCLUDED. YUGOSLAV 
REP SAID COSPONSORS WOULD CONSIDER SUGGESTIONS. 

AFTER VOTE ON SALT RES, MARTIN EXPLAINED US ABSTAINED BECAUSE 
IT BELIEVED SALT TALKS SHOULD PROCEED ON LINES LAID DOWN BY TWO 
PARTIES THEMSELVES. 

EXPLAINING VOTE ON NAPALM RES. ROSHCHIN (USSR) EXPRESSED VIEW 
SUBJECT COULD BEST BE CONSIDERED IN CCD. SAME POSITION WAS 
TAKEN BY GDR, POLAND AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA. LIN (CHINA) HAD 
RESERVATIONS ON VAGUE WORDING, SINCE IT MADE NO DISTINCTION 
BETWEEN JUST WARS (WHICH CHINA FAVORED) AND UNJUST WARS OF 
AGGRESSION (WHICH CHINA OPPOSED) AND BETWEEN AGGRESSION AND 
VICTIMS OF AGGRESSION. CHINA CONDEMNED IMPERIALISTS. 

COLONIALISTS, AND NEO-COLONIALISTS, AND ESPECIALLY CONDEMNED 
ISRAELI ZIONISTS FOR USING SUCH WEAPONS IN RECENT ME WAR. DECLARING 
"INCENDIARY WEAPONS ARE PAPER TIGER." HE SAID HE WOULD VOTE FOR RES. 
UK FELT GA SHOULD NOT ATTEMPT TO PREJUDGE OUTCOME OF CONFERENCE 
DISCUSSIONS. US THOUGHT FURTHER STUDY IN DEPTH REQUIRED. 

FRANCE NOTED PROBLEM OF NAPALM WAS MILITARY AND POLITICAL AND 
ASKED IT WAS PROPER TO ASSIGN IT TO HUMANITARIAN CONFERENCE. 
AFFIRMATIVE VOTES WERE EXPLAINED BY NETHERLANDS, FRG AND 
PORTUGAL, AND RESERVATIONS EXPRESSED BY ITALY (ABSTAINED) AND 
TURKEY. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - ISRAELI PRACTICES 

TWO DRAFT RESES ON ISRAELI PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
WERE RECEIVED BY COMITE NOV 22. ONE (L.2690) WOULD HAVE GA 
AFFIRM 1949 GENEVA CONVENTION CONCERNING PROTECTION OF CIVILIANS IN 
TIME OF WAR APPLIES TO ARAB TERRITORIES OCCUPIED BY ISRAEL SINCE 
1967 AND WOULD CALL ON ISRAELI OCCUPATION AUTHORITIES TO RESPECT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND COMPLY WITH PROVISIONS OF CONVENTION. OTHER DRAFT (L.291), 
DEALING WITH SUBJECT IN GENERAL, WOULD HAVE GA, AMONG OTHER 
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THINGS, CALL ON ISRAE TO DESIST IMMEDIATELY FROM "ANNEXATION 
AND COLONIZATION" OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

IN GENERAL DEBATE, ZADOR (HUNGARY) DECLARED ISRAEL MUST VACATE 
OCCUPIED ARAB LANDS AND OBSERVE RELEVANT INTERNATIONAL INSTRU- 
MENTS. AHMAD (INDIA) SAID PM MEIR DESCRIBED NEW SETTLEMENTS IN 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AS "SEEDS FOR FUTURE, TO GROW AND BE 
DEVELOPED." SOKALSKI (POLAND) EMPHASIZED CONTINUING OCCUPATION 
OF ARAB COUNTRIES WAS CONTRARY TO BASIC RULES OF INTERNATIONAL 
LAW, AND ISRAEL’S TREATMENT OF ARAB POPULATION IN TERRITORIES WAS 
HR VIOLATION. 

TUZEL (TURKEY) STATED IT WAS IMPERATIVE ISRAEL PERMIT INVESTIGA- 
TION OF ALLEGED HR VIOLATIONS AND THAT INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
FIND WAYS, ACCEPTABLE TO PARTIES CONCERNED, TO SAFEGUARD 
HUMAN RIGHTS OF INHABITANTS, PENDING OVERALL SETTLEMENT IN ME 
AND END TO OCCUPATION. HE HOPED ICRC COULD BE USED, OR SOME 
OTHER ACCEPTABLE FORMULA FOUND. ZENKEVICHUS (USSR) CALLED 
FOR EFFECTIVE MEASURES AGAINST AGGRESSOR, ISRAEL, TO COMPEL IT TO 
WITHDRAW, ADDING USSR FREQUENTLY CALLED ON SC TO APPLY CHAP. VII 
MEASURES AGAINST ISRAEL. 

AL-SHAKAR (BAHRAIN) STATED ISRAEL'S REFUSAL TO COOPERATE WITH 
SPECIAL COMITE WAS "IN ITSELF CONFESSION OF GUILT." HE ACCUSED 
ISRAEL OF "UGLY AND BARBARIC" ACTS IN TERRITORIES WHICH 
AMOUNTED TO "WORST FORM OF COLONIALISM". NEUGEBAUER (GDR) 
CONSIDERED NEGOTIATIONS URGENTLY NECESSARY TO GUARANTEE, STEP BY 
STEP, JUST PEACE IN ME, ON BASIS SC RESES 242, 338 AND 340. HE 
ADDED CESSATION OF ISRAELI PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
WOULD FACILITATE SOLUTION IN ME. 

COMITE 2 - ENVIRONMENT 

JAMAICAN REP INTRODUCED IN COMITE NOV 22 JAMAICA-BARBADOS 
DRAFT RES (L.1314) UNDER WHICH GA WOULD REQUEST SYG TO UNDER- 
TAKE, AS MATTER OF PRIORITY, COMPREHENSIVE ANALYTICAL STUDY 
ENVISAGED WHEN GA ADOPTED RES 2998 (XXVII) ON QUESTION OF CRITERIA 
GOVERNING MULTILATERAL FINANCING OF HOUSING AND HUMAN SETTLEMENTS.

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IN DEBATE ON REPORT OF UNEP GOVERNING COUNCIL, UKRAINIAN 
REP, REFERRING TO 1976 CONFERENCE/EXPOSITION ON HUMAN SETTLEMENTS, 
THOUGHT COMITE ON HOUSING SHOULD SERVE AS PREPARATORY BODY AND 
HOUSING CENTER AS CENTRAL SECRETARIAT FOR EVENT. HE CALLED ESTIMATED 
COST OF $6 MILLION TOO HIGH. PROJECTED CONFERENCE WAS WELCOMED 
BY REPS ISRAEL, AUSTRALIA AND IRAN. 

JAMAICAN REP, INTRODUCING RES, NOTED HUMAN SETTLEMENTS 
EMERGED AS PRIMARY ENVIRONMENT ISSUE FOR LDC'S. SUDANESE REP 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF FORMULATING CONCRETE AND REALISTIC 
PROGRAMS. ISRAELI REP POINTED OUT PROPOSED SOLUTIONS IN 
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ENVIRONMENT FIELD MUST COME TO TERMS WITH INDUSTRIALIZATION 
AND TECHNICAL ADVANCES - AIM SHOULD BE TO FIND METHODS AND 
APPROACHES "FACILITATING RECONCILIATION BETWEEN DEVELOPMENT 
AND PRESERVATION OF MAN'S NATURAL LEGACY." HE SUGGESTED 
ISRAEL'S EXPERIENCES MIGHT BE RELEVANT TO LDC EFFORTS.

WHICH HAD BEEN ACCEPTED SINCE ANTIGUITY. HE ALSO URGED UNEP

REGARDED EARTH WATCH PROJECT AS IMPORTANT AND WAS CONCERNED

COMITE 3 - RACIAL DISCRIMINATION: SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENTS 

REPS OF BURUNDI, EGYPT, USSR, NEPAL, NETHERLANDS, FINLAND 
AND DIRECTOR OF UN HR DIVISION SPOKE IN COMITE NOV. 22 ON 
REPORT OF COMITE ON ELIMINATION OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. 
CHAIRMAN SAID CONSIDERATION OF REPORT SHOULD BE CONCLUDED NOV. 
23, AND YUGOSLAV DEL INTIMATED DRAFT RES WAS BEING PREPARED. 

VIEWS ON EFFECTS OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT 
WERE EXPRESSED BY REPS AUSTALIA, DENMARK, JAMAICA, ETHIOPIA. 

JAPAN AND ITALY, MOST WELCOMING UNESCO DG'S REPORT. AUSTRALIA 
HOPED DRAFT RES ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENT 
(L. 2050/REV. 1) COULD BE EXAMINED BY UNESCO DG BEFORE ADOPTION; 
ITALY HOPED SPONSORS WOULD IMPROVE TEXT SO AS TO STRESS NEED 
FOR FREEDOM OF EXPRESSION AND MOVEMENT AND FREE FLOW OF 
IDAS AND INFO; AND DENMARK SUPPORTED BRAZILIAN (L.2074) AND 
MOROCCAN (L. 2060) AMENDMENTS BUT WOULD PREFER MORE SPECIFIC 
LANGUAGE. 

COMITE 5 - UNEF FINANCING, UNCTAD 

COMITE DEVOTED MOST OF MEETING NOV. 22 TO UNEF FINANCING 
(ON WHICH VOTE EXPECTED NOV. 23), BUT DID APPROVE ON FIRST 
READING SUM OF $27,240,000 UNDER SECT. 14 (UNCTAD) OF 
1974/75 PROGRAM BUDGET, 67-0-9(BLOC, MINUS ROMANIA). 

GENERAL DEBATE ON UNEF FINANCING WAS CONCLUDED WITH STATEMENTS 
BY USSR, COSTA RICA AND AFGHANISTAN, AND COMITE BEGAN HEARING 
EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE. COSTA RICA, AFGHANISTAN, TOGO, GHANA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ZAMBIA AND SWAZILAND SUPPORTED 36-POWER (ZAIRE ADDED) RES 
ON UNEF (L. 1 1 30/REV. 1). LIBYA ANNOUNCED IT WOULD NOT PARTI- 
CIPATE IN FINANCING, AND LIBYA, DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, IRAQ 
AND SAUDI ARABIA SAID THEY WOULD NOT PARTICIPATE IN VOTE. 

USSR AND BULGARIA URGED ADOPTION OF SOV AMENDMENT ON ALTER- 
NATE FINANCING. GHANA AND ZAMBIA OPPOSED PORTUGUESE AMDNMENT, 
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AND FORMER STATED INTENTION TO ASK FOR ROLLCALL VOTE.
